IS “MAKING GOOD” 
Doing Better 


President 
Than His Predecessor on 
Prohibition He _ Tells 
Lobby Committee. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 23. — F. 


Scott McBride informed the Sen- 


ate lobby investigators today that 
he thought Secretary Mellon had 
“gone just as far on prohibition 
enforcement as his superiors want- 
ed him to go.” 

The Anti-Saloon League superin- 
tendent was testifying for the sev- 
enth day in the committee's study 
of organizations for and against 
prohibition. 

The attitude of the Secretary of 
the Treasury was brought up in 


questioning concerning a letter Mc- 
Bride wrote to J. G. Brown of Port 
Huron, Mich., Jan. 11, 1930. 

The communication replied 
one by Brown which had com- 
mented on a radio talk by Mc- 
Bride. Brown wrote he thought 
the dry leader was “much mistak- 
en” regarding the _ sincerity of 
President Hoover, 

It also criticised Mellon. Reply- 
ing, McBride wrote: “I note what 
you say about Hoover, Mellon, etc. 
I am convinced you are wrong in 
your attitude. 

“As Far as Superiors Wanted.” 

“There was a time when I had 
something of the same feeling, Put 
on thorough investigation I have 
reached the conclusion that Mel- 
lon has gone just as far on prohi- 
bition enforcement as his superiors 
wanted him to go and I do not he- 
lieve he is now standing in the way 
of prohibition enforcement.” 

“I think a thorough investiga- 
tion of the situation will convince 
you or any one else as to that mat- 
ter. I do believe, however, that 
the fact that some of the Senators 
and other public officials are ex- 
pressing themselves on this prop- 
osition will lead to a more careful 
analysis of the situation and bring 
the whole program to a head and 
help us to get more definite re- 
sults. 

“While progress is being made 
very rapidly yet at the same time 
the situation is not what it ought 
to be and what it will be.” 

Hoover “Making Good.” 

Examined on the letter, Mec- 
Bride reiterated his opinion ex- 
pressed yesterday that President 
Hoover was “making good” on pro- 
hibition enforcement. He said he 
thought this administration was 
doing better than the previous one, 

Senator Blaine (Rep.), Wiscon- 

sin, brought up a telegram sent by. 
A. C. Graham of Louisville, to Mo- 
Bride last January, which said: 

“Suggest you get in touch with 
Hoover, Mitchell and Doran in be- 
half of Sam Collins’ appointment. 

Unfavorable rumors 
lated here indicates prompt action 
necessary.’’ 

The witness testified he did not 
see the three officials. He said he 
had not seen Mr. Hoover since his 
inauguration and had conversed 
with Attorney-General Mitchell 
only three times. 

Blaine, a wet, observed that Mc- 
Bride was “not quite as active and 
aggressive” as his predecessor, the 
late Wayne B. Wheeler. “Mr. 
Wheeler was a very able man and 
I do not claim to measure up to 
him,” McBride rejoined. 

“Is your inertia the cause of 
falling off of the league funds?” 
Blaine asked. McBride _ said re- 
ports submitted showed the funds 
had not diminished. 

The Wisconsin Senator presented 
a Wheeler report concerning the 
Volstead act which read in part: 
“When I presented the bili to Mr. 
Volstead, he made several sugges- 
tions and changes and after a con- 

rence with a number of our 
friends in Congress the bill was in. 
troduced.” 

McBride testified that the pro- 
hibition commisisoners appointed 
had been satisfactory to the league. 

League's Political Work. 

Another report submitted by 
Wheeler in July, 1921, which was 
read, said he had the assurance of 
the administration that no cne 
would be appointed as Prohibition 
Commissioner “who was objection- 
able to us.” 

This Wheeler report read, 
part: 

“The activities of this départ- 
ment for the last quarter have beon 
Jargely in securing additional law 
enforcement legislation and in 
helping to bring about the appoint- 
ment of national law enforcement 
officers who would honestly at- 
tempt to enforce the national pro- 
hibition act. . .. 

“After the most objectionable 
candidates were eliminated for In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner, it 
looked for several days as though 
Gov. Hooper of Tennessee would 
be appointed. The President was 
friendly to his ointment, but 
the Secretary of

that he could not handle the busi- 
ness end of it as well as Mr. 5.

“Mr. Blair stood right on this 
question, and it was impossible, of 
course, for us to even express any 
opposition to his appointment. .

SAFELY THROUGH 
EQUATORIAL DELUGE 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 23.—The New 
York American publishes a copy- 
righted dispatch from Karl Von 
Wiegand, its special correspondent 
aboard the dirigible Graf Zeppelin, 
telling of the ship’s flight across 
the equator, through storms, and 
its landing last night at Pernam- 
buco, Brazil. 

The dispatch says in part: 

“When the Graf was finally 
moored at the mast, Dr. Eckener 
announced from the log book the 
official time of the coast-to-coast 
crossing, Spain to Brazil, as 59 
hours and 53 minutes. 

“The Zeppelin ran for 14 hours 
between Seville and Pernambuco 
with only four motors. 

“Aside from some unlooked-for 
stiff beam and headwinds on Tues- 
day and. Wednesday morning. 
which cut down our speed, the 
weather over aa Atlantic was 
good. :; 

“The test of the ship on this 
flight came in the early hours of 
this morning, | when the Zeppelin 
ran -into an area>of equatorial 
deluge. Dr. Eckener had started 
the fifth motor at midnight in ex- 
pectation of these storms and had 
ordered the bridge to ‘drive 
through them.’ ”’ 

“Keenly alert, he watched the 
effect of the tons of water that 
fell on the 763-foot long craft. No 
ballast whatever was dropped and 
only three-quarters of a degree an- 
gle of elevation was necessary to 
offset a two-ton increase of the 
weight of the ship. 

“The speed was little affected. 
Before 6 a. m., the Graf was 
through the storm. It rushed over 
a half dozen steamers during the 
day, all saluting and dipping their 
colors. 

“We shot across the equatorial 
line at 8:38 a. m., with Capt. Leh. 
mann handling the watch on the 
bridge, 

“This is my third flight across 
the Atlantic and the most pleasant 
of all. At no time was there the 
slightest tension or anxiety on the 
part of the passengers, who were 
ag unconcerned as if they had 
been on an ocean steamer.”

Says Industry and Agriculture 
Should Join in Rationaliz- 
ing Tariff Policies. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHING » May 23. — Al- 
van MacAuley, president of the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, thinks industry and ag- 
riculture should join in’ rationaliz- 
ing tariff policies of the future, so 
as to permit the freest international 


‘trade permitted by the “public in- 


terest of each country.” 

This viéw is expressed in an ar- 
ticle in the June issue of the Na- 
tional Sphere magazine, the text of 
which was made public yesterday 
by the National Automobile Cham- 
ber. 

In the article MacAuley asserted 
the employes of the entire motor 
industry last year derived almost 
two months work exclusively from 
export trade, and that this em- 
ployment benefit extended to hun- 
dreds of thousands in the lumber, 
coal, steel, copper, glass and other 
industries and, indirectly, to every 
wage earner and producer in the 
country. 

Tariff policies developed on the 
sole consideration of domestic 
trade, MacAuley said, cannot be 
adequate for the protection of 
American labor engaged in produc- 
tion for export. 

Increasing tariff rates with the 
possibility of retaHation, he held 
are causing serious ‘concern, 
threatening the potential expansion 
of both American. and ‘foreign mo- 
tor industries. 

While declaring that “for vari- 
ous considerations some of our in- 
dustries, perhaps most of them, 
must have some tariff protection,” 
MacAuley took the view that tar- 
iffs should not serve as subsidies to 
unprogressive manufacturers, and 
that “any industry or individual 
seeking a tariff should have to 
prove its necessities on the basis of 
fact and not on the basis of po- 
litical .finesse.”’

— The 
Hawes-Cutting bill to allow the 
Philippine Islands a plebiscite on 
independence in five years was ap- 
proved today by the Senate Ter- 
ritories Committee.

Mexico, Republicans, and Pittman, 
Nevada; Harrison, Mississippi;

LONDON, May 23.—A white pa- 
per published last night disclosed 
}that the breakdown in Anglo-Egyp- 
tian negotiations which terminat- 
ed in London May 8, was due to

Questioned on Benefits. 

P. W. Coyle, traffic commission- 
er of the Chamber of Commerce, 
was questioned at yesterday’s hear- 
ing regarding what benefit St. 
Louis shippers would derive from 
the use of the Municipal bridge 
by the ‘Terminal Association. 
Coyle said there would be no ma- 
terial benefit unless the lines 
which now terminate on the East 
Side were to build St. Louis ware- 
houses, and maintain freight traf- 
fic representatives in St. Louis. 
The lines which he included in 
this statement were the Pennsyl- 
vania,-New York Central, B. & O.,

Silence at Castle Dinner.

| TOKIO, May 23, — Masanao 


'Hanihara, Japanese Ambassador to 
the United States in 1924, when

law excluding Japanese, 
broke six years of silence regard- 
ing that*incident with a dramatic 
speech at the farewell dinner for 


William R. Castle Jr., special 
American Ambassador to Japan. 

Hanihara described before the 
Japan-America Society the famous 
episode in which his letter refer- 
ring to “grave consequences” fig- 
ured so prominently and ended his 
diplomatic career. He described 
the exclusion incident as “the 
unhappy exception” in a generally 
smooth and friendly course of Jap- 
anese-American relations. 

“Naturally,” Hanihata said, “the 
Japanese Government and people 
deeply resented this and that re- 
sentment is felt now as it was then. 
Nor will it ever die out so long as 
the wound inflicted remains un- 
healed. Friendship once marred 
in this manner can with difficulty 
resume its wholesome growth un- 
‘less some effective remedy is ad- 
| ministered. 


“In that incident, the Ambassa- | 


‘dor of a friendly Power, whose 
warmth of friendship and high te- 
gard for the Government and peo- 
ple to whom he was accredited was 
everywhere widely known and ac- 
cepted, was accused of using a 
yeileqd threat against that country. 

“The Secretary of State’s cate- 


gorical assurance to the contrary 
was brushed aside by that accusing 
party.” 

In thus speaking Hanihara re- 
ferred to his famous letter and Sec- 
retary of State Hughes’ unavail- 
ing attempt to reassure Congress 
about it. He concluded his ad- 
dress as follows: 

“rt should not have referred to 
this matter now unless I had im- 
plicit confidence in the high sense 
of justiée of the American people, 
who never have failed in the long 
run to be fair and just, not only 
to themselves but to others 4s 
well.” e

Byrd requested a navy tug 
to go out and pick up the City of 
New York; now 600 miles at wea, 
and tow it into Balboa. 

“Oh, it’s mighty great to see you 
again,” Byrd exclaimed as _he- 
shook hands with the two flyers 
who, besides himself, are the only 
ones to have guided an airship 
over the South Pole and the scient- 
ist he described recently-as having 
conducted the “outstanding per- 
sonal achievement of the expedi- 
tion.”

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RECIPES FOR DISHES 
IN WEEK'S MENUS 


Pear Salad and Ice Cream Roll 
Are Sure to Tempt the 
Appetite. 


Here is the recipe for the pea- 
nut stuffing for Sunday's roast 
duck. 

Peanut Stuffing for Duck. 


Mix one and one-half cups stale, 
dry bread crumbs with one-half 
cup finely chopped, shelled peanuts, 
two tablespoons melted hu»tter, one- 
quarter cup finely cut celery, ore 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon minced 
onion, one-half cup evaporated 
milk; or enough to moisten the 
crumbs. Mix thoroughly and stuff 
into the duck. | 
Baked Ham Slice. 

Have a slice cut from the center 
of a ham and weighing about two 
pounds. Cover with bolling water 
and let stand until the water is 
cold. Drain and place in a greased 
shallow pan. Pour one-haif cup 
milk over the ham and spread with 
a thin layer of prepared mustard. 
Cover and bake in a moderate oven 
for forty minutes. Uncover, put 
under the broiler flame for a min- 
ute or two to brown the fat. 
Remove to a hot platter and 
spread with creamed mushrooms. 
Sprinkle with minced chives or 
with paprika and serve as soon as 
possible. 

Stuffed Pear Salad. 
Use the large halves of canned 
pears for this, allowing one ‘for 
each serving. Drain off the juice 
and heat to the boiling point. Add 
one tablespoon red cinnamon can- 
dies and simmer until-the candies 
are dissolved. Then put the pears 
in the syrup and. simmer for five 
to eight minutes or until the pears 
are red in color. Remove from 
the syrup and cool. The syrup may 
be added to other fruit juices and

Add 
currants and sprinkle mixture over 
dough. Roll as for jelly roll. Cut 
in one-inch slices. 

Dot pan generously with butter, 
and sprinkle with additional sugar. 
Place rolis on top, cut-side down. 
Bake in hot oven 15 minutes, then 
decrease heat and bake 15 minuies 
longer. Remove from pan at once. 
Makes 10 rolls. 


MARSHMALLOW LOAF MADE 
WITH GRAHAM CRACKERS 


This Uncooked Dessert Enjoying 
Popular Favor at the Present 
Time. 

Ingredients needed are one-half 
pounds marshmallows, one-half 
cup thin cream, one-half pound 
dates, one-half pound walnut or 
pecan meats and one-half pound 
graham crackers. 

Cut the marshmallows into quar- 
ters and drop them into the cream 
to soften. 

Coarsely chop the nut meats and 
cut the dates into lengthwise quar- 
ters. Roll the graham crackers 
until finely erumbed. Mix all in- 
gredients together. 

Work wel] together into a loaf 
and shape in a pan two inches 
deep. Cut when ready to serve. 

This loaf may be kept success- 
fully for some time in a cool 
place.

Creamed Chicken and Mushrooms. 
(25 Servings.) 

Wash one pound of mushrooms, 
peel the caps, scrape the stems 
and cut each mushroom into three 
or four pieces. Put in a sauce- 
pan with one-third cup butter, 
cover and cook for five to eight 
minutes. Cut enough cold boiled 
or roast chicken into half-inch dice 
to make two quarts. Melt one 
cup butter, add one cup flour and 
stir until well blended. Then stir 
in two quarts of milk or a quart 
and a pint of milk and two cups 
exaporated milk. (This makes a 
Jicher sauce.) Cook, stirring con- 
stantly until thickened and boil- 
ing. Add one tablespoonful salt, 
one-fourth teaspoonful pepper, one 
teaspoonful paprika and one table- 
spoonful lemon juice. 

Stir in chicken and mushrooms 
and jet stand in a warm place or 


heated. Serve in patty-shells or 
on toast. 
Strawberry Cocktail". 

(25 Servings. ) 
Pick over, wash and hull three 
quarts of large, ripe berries. Put | 
into a bowl and sprinkle with one 
cup powdered sugar, the juice of 
three large oranges and grated 
rind of one. Cover and let stand 
in a cold place until thoroughly 
chilled. Divide into 25 sherbet cups 
and sprinkle each serving with a 
little finely chopped fresh mint. 
Garnish with two whole mint 
leaves. Serve very cold. 

Pineapple Bombe. 

(25 servings.) 
Mix four cups boiling water with 
one and one-half cups sugar and 
grated rind of one lemon and boil 
one minute. Remove from the fire 
and add three tablespoons of gela- 
tine soaked in one-half cupful cold 
water for five minutes. Cool, 
strain and add two cups fresh 
strawberry juice and two cups grat- 
ed fresh or canned pineapple. 
Freeze until stiff. 
Then line three two-quart molds 
with the frozen mixture, having it 
about two inches thick in each 
mold. ; 
Whip three cups of cream or 
evaporated milk until stiff, add one 
cup powdered sugar and one cup 
pineapple cut in very fine pieces. 
Fill the centers of the molds with 
the cream mixture. Cover with 
buttered paper, adjust covers, pack 
in equal parts cracked ice and salt 
and let stand two and one-half 
hours. Cut in slices for serving.

The first recipe serves plain 
sliced tomatoes with a chive dress- 
ing and a garnish of finely chopped 
hard-boiled egg—a good color 
scheme, and an appetizing salad. 

Mix one-third .cup, of salad oi! 
with two tablespoons of malt or 
tarragon vinegar, one teaspoon of 
salt, jone-fourth teaspoon paprika 
and one tablespoon_finely minced 
chives. Chives belong.to the onion 
family and are to be found grow- 
ing in clumps that look like 
bunches of grass. They will keep 
on growing for some time if put 
in a sunny window and kept 
well watered. Beat the dressing 
then until it is thick and creamy 
and be sure’that it is very cold. 
Arrange slices of tomato on crisp 
lettuce or romaine on cold plates, 
pour the dressing over them and 
Vsprinkle with finely chopped hard- 
boiled eggs and a little more 
chopped chives. 

The next recipe uses a chiffon- 
ade dressing with cucumbers and 
romdine. For the dressing mix to- 
gether one-half cup of salad oll, 
five tablespoons of malt or cider 
vinegar, one teaspoon powdered 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, two 
tablespoons finely chopped  pi- 
mento, three tablespoons minced 
green pepper, three tablespoons 
chopped stuffed olives and a 
tablespoon of minced chives. 

Rub the inside of a salad bow) 
with a cut etove of garlic and 
fill it with small crisp leaves of 
romaine or lettuce. Slice one or 
two cucumbers yery thin and put 
|over the lettuce. Beat the dress- 
ing until creamy, pour over the 
cucumbers just before serving and 
garnish with radish roses. This 
is an excellent salad to serve with 
steak or chops or with broiled fish. 

A salad of new potatoes shaped 
into little balls and served with a 
well seasoned dressing makes a 
nice luncheon or supper dish. Boil 
six or eight new potatoes and then 
press through a strainer or a po- 
tato ricer while still hot. “Add one 
teaspoon of dry mustard, one and 
one-half teaspoons of salt, three 
tablespoons salad oil, one table- 
spoon tarragon vinegar, three fine- 
ly chopped hard boiled eggs, one 
teaspoon of grated onion and one 
to two teaspoons of anchovy paste. 

These seasonings are best mixed 
together and then added to the 
potatoes. Mix very thoroughly and 
chill. Then shape the mixture into 
small balls, sprinkle half of them 
with paprika and roll the other 
half in minced parsley. Arrange 
on shredded lettuce or watercress 
and garnish with small tomatoes 
cut in eighths. Serve with French 
dressing. Small hot biscuits or 
corn bread sticks make an’ excel- 
lent accompaninient to this salad.

ANGEL FOOD. CAKE 


These. Attractive Sweets Make 
Favorite Desserts for Com- 
pany Occasions. — 


One of the food fads of the pres- 
ent day is to dress up angel and 
sunshine cakes with fancy sauces 


and crushed fruits. 

Every home cook has favorite 
ways of making these two popular 
cakes. The next time company is 
expected for luncheon make either 
an angel food or a sunshine cake 
and glorify it in one of the follow- 
ing ways: 

Peach Melba. 

Bake either an ange! or sunshine 
cake. Other ingredients needed 
are one quart. brick vanilla ice 
cream, six Jarge halves canned 
peaches, one-half cup strawberry 
juice, one-half cup raspberry juice 
(fresh or canned), ont teaspoon 
cornstarch and one tablespoon cold 
water. 

On each slice of cake place a 
slice of ice cream. On this place a‘ 
well-drained peach half, cut side 
down. 

Then pour over syrup, made by 
adding fruit juices, cornstarch, 
which has been dissolved in cold) 
water and cooking until thickened, 
about 10 minutes. 

Cake may be omitted from this 
recipe, and the dessert served in 
sherbet glasses. 

An angel food cake makes a deli- 
cate dessert if these directions are 
followed. 

Make a cavity two inches deep'| 
in angel foad cake. Fill with gold- 
en cream filling; let stand to chill. 

To serve cover cake with remain- 
ing filling and sprinkle with al- 
monds, which have been blanched, 
chopped and toasted. 

Golden Cream Filling. 

Three tablespoons strong coffee, 
eight egg yolks, one and one-half 
tablespoons gelatine, three table- 
spoons water, one cup powdered 
sugar, one pint whipping cream, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt and three- 
fourths cup almonds. 

Soak gelatine in cold water five 
minutes; dissolve in hot coffee, 
stirring well. Add salt to egg yolks 
and beat until thick and then add 
gelatine mixture. Cut and serve. 

The vogue for icebox cakes i!n- 
troduced last vear gives promise of 
increased popularity this summer. 
This is a new recipe for this des- 
sert: 

Cut a sponge or sunshine cake 
into three layers. Place laver on 
plate and moisten with grape juice, 
pineapple or other juice. 

Spread layers alternately with 
three tablespoonfuls raspberry or 
stawberry jam, then a layer of cus- 
tard, allowing one-half cup to cach 
layer. 

Cover top and sides with whipped 
cream and sliced, unblanched al- 
monds. Flace in refrigerator for 
24 hours. Serve garnished with 
well drained slices of pineapple and 
additional whipped cream, if neces- 
eary.
